Hanging Themselves 


QENATE REPUBLICANS in caucus voted 26 to 0 in favor of 
^ the passage of a soldiers' bonus bill at the present session 
of Congress and instructed the Finance Committee to report the 
bill within a reasonable time. 


Simultaneously Chairman McCumber of the Finance Com- 


mittee received and made public a statement by Secretary Mel- 
lon that the estimated deficit of the Treasury for the fiscal year 
of 1923. instead of being $167.000,000, would be at least ?48'1,- 
000,000. 
To complete the picture of a day's doings in the bonus field 


Fordney of the House Ways and Means Committee made the 
helpless, stammering plea before a legion post in Philadelphia' 
that his committee, in reporting out the bonus bill, intended that 
it should be financed by money owed this Government by for- 
eign nations, but failed to make a statement to this effect be- 
cause "we did not want to appear to mortgage something not 
yet in our possession." 


The picture of Congress as deficits pile up against promises 


and as one hope of political exploitation of the bonus follows an- 
other to extinction, while the months creep on apace towards 
November, would be distressing were it not amusing. The situa- 
tion on every side appears to be exhausted. Defiance of logic 
and principle sooner or later forces a reckoning. All that re- 
mains to be done, apparently, is to let bonus politicians in Con- 
gress hang themselves by their own i-ope.

TAMES LARKIN came to New York with credentials from the 
J Transport and General Workers' Union of Dublin.

time after he landed in the United Stales he was, it is reported, 
on orders from the Privy Council in London, denied the right 
to return to his own country or even set foot on TJritish terri- 
tory. 


The United States Government was not consulted on the 


matter and the conditions for keeping their guest, James Lar- 
kin. Some time after Larkin made efforts to get back home to 
his wife and children the State of New York, thru the law ofli- 
cers of New York City and County, arrested him, not for steal- 
ing, not for wholesale robbery, not for waging war against a 
friendly country, not for murder of women and children, not for 
violating the laws of hospitality, but for conspiracy to over- 
throw the Government of the United States by force thru the 
writing and publication of a certain document. 


That he did not write the document in whole or part is for 


the purposes of this article beside the point, altho it was .sworn 
to in police court by Larkin that, far from writing the paper, he 
criticised it. And all agreed that since he was not the printer 
nor the manager of the paper, he could not nor did not have 
anything to do with the distribution of the document. These 
facts, too, are almost irrelevant to the story. What we want to 
bring home is that Larkin was jailed, searched and some of his 
property in the shape of papers and letters was taken from him. 
He was confined for two weeks in the city prison known as the 
Tombs until his friends collected $15.000 hail for him.
